DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 4, 7 - 9, 16-17, 43, 44, 46, 48-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest a game machine or method of operating a game 
machine wherein a wagering game is displayed upon a display, the wagering game 
being played and displayed at multiple gaming machines, a progressive award that is 
linked to all the game machines wherein a progressive controller increases the 
progressive award by incrementing the number of free plays based upon a wager that is 
received at the gaming machine and the wager inputs received by the other gaming 
machines that are linked to the progressive award. Upon a triggering event, the gaming 
device awarding the player with the number of current free plays. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
